Running from the spring is a tiny 
i stream, clear as crystal, which 
I sinks into the ground about a hun- 
dred yards from the spring. 
\ Along the banks of this stream are 
to be found the bones of hundreds 
of small animals, and even of sheep 
and cattle that hayc drank of the 
.water and died. 

i Stockmen have built a high fence 
about the spring and, so for as 
possible, have enclosed the sk'cam. 
I It seems impossible, however, to 
j keep stock from dri-nliing the wa- 
I ter. Situated many miles from 
I any other water supply, cattle will 
! get to it, no matter what prccan 
tions are taken to prevent them. 
I Hundreds of head of stock are lost 
each' year on account of it. 

Watson had lived in the vicinity 
I for a quarter of a century and was 
well aware of the fatal properties 
j of the spring- Ho was out hunt 
j ing stock when he became separat- 
! od from his companions. He lost 
I his horse and was obliged to fol-

By counting the number of sees 
oncls iu the interyal between light- 
ning and thunder it is possible to 
figure approximately how far from 
the observer is the scene of the 
storm. Sound travels 1,100 feet a 
seconds, so multiply the number of 
second by 1,100, which will give 
I he distance in feet from the point 
where the lighting flashed. 

For example, if ten seconds have 
elapsed the distance away will bo 
11,000 feet, or a little over two 
miles. It might be added that, as 
Ii,L.ht and lightning travel so much 
faster than sound, if one suryiyes 
after hearing the crashing peal ho 
can be sure he is safe. Remember 
of this will dissipate terror. 

Thunder can bo heard a relative- 
ly short distance only. Strong 
cannonading can bo heard as far 
off as 70 or 75 miles, while, thun>> 
dor is usually not farther away than 
12 or 15 miles. In only exception- 
al instances does the interval be- 
tween thunder and lightning 
amount to 100 seconds, so that the 
•xtreftio distance at which thunder 
.•an be heard may be put down as 
miles.

Eyery dollar sent 
away makes money that much scar- 
cer here at home. By all means 
keep all the money here you can and 
Dahlonega will be one of the most 
prosperous cities, even if she is 
without any railroad facilities, in 
Georgia.

First, be patient with it. Do j 
not demand or expect that it will | 
be perfect.

Wheu the 
church consisted of only twelve 
members picked by the Master, 
they were a quarrelsome lot, and 
one of ihem was a devil. You 
will do well if your church avera- 
ges up better. Everything in 
your church may offend you, and 
yet it may be the best church for 
you. If you were to go into an- 
other, you would probably find it 
less pleasant and profitable. Thin 
be patient with imperfections. 
Do not resent them nor try to 
mend them by vigorous or violent 
means. Only time can heal some 
things. Do not talk about them 
and keep them irritated, but 
let silence soothe fhem. Keep 
quiet, and many eyils will die of 
inanition. Try to be perfect your- 
self, and that will add so much to 
the perfection of your church. 

Next, be appreciative, thank- 
ful and hopeful. Beware of be- 
coming a cromic grumbler, growl- 
er and kicker. Every church 
must have its "kicker" but let some 
other man or woman fill this office. 
Remember that it is easier to be 
critical than correct, and that un- 
charitable judgments are of one of 
the greatest dangers of church life.
